The largest sun-spot that has made its ap- 
pearance since 1854 became visible to the naked 
eye ou February roth, the observer, of course, 
having the protection of a smoked or a deeply 
colored glass. ‘Ihe first careful observations of 
itat the Dudley Observatory, Albany, by Prof, 
Lochner, indicated that the spot, or rather 
group of spots, covered a disturbed aren of 149,- 
ooo miles in length, and from y,cv0 to 100,000 in 
width, The principal spot had, according to 
Prof. Lochner, two nuclei, each having a diam- 
eter of about 14,000 miles, while the penumbra 
around the principal spot had an extreme width 
of 65,000 miles.—Scientific American.
